Tou may expe&t that the Prince of Darkneſs will ſtir 
ap his lnſiruments againſt you, but the Battle 3s the 
Lord's, and if you faithfully plead his Canſe, and 
put due ſhame and diſgrace impartially upon Debau- 
chery and Vice, he will ftand by you, and own you, 
and your Names will be Honourable among all good 
Men.
